But if the New York officers are appointed 
and drilled strictly according to the rules of 
the New York civil service law, it will not be 
more than a year or two till they rival in 
appearance and usefulness even a London 
Fleet street constable.

a sulphur match. If everything went 
well, if the box could be found, and the 
air was dry, a light could be obtained in 
two minutes; but very often the time 
occupied was much longer, and the pro- 
cess became a great trial to the serenity 
of the temper. T h e consequence of 
this was that a fire or a burning lamp 
was kept alight through the day. Old 
Gerard, m his herbal, tells us how cer- 
tain fimgi were used to carry fire from 
one part of the country t o t h e other. 
The tinder-box long held its position as 
a great 
discovery in the arts. T h e 
prjxidioula 
igniaria 
of the Romans ap- 
pears to have been much the same im- 
plement, though a little ruder than the 
flint and steel which Philip t h e Good 
put ' into the collar of t h e Golden 
Fleece, in 1429, as the representative 
of high knowledge in the progress of 
the arts. I t continued to prevail till 
1833, when phosphorus matches were 
introduced, though I have been amused 
to find that there are a few venerable 
ancients in London who still stick to 
the tinder-box, and for whom a few 
shops keep a small supply. 
Phosphorus 
was no new discovery, for it had been 
obtained by an Arabian called Bechtel 
in the eighth century. 
However, it was 
forgotten, and it was rediscovered by 
Brandt, who made it out of very stink- 
ing materials, in 1669. 
Other dis- 
coveries liad, however, to be made be- 
fore it could be used for lucifer matches. 
The science of combustion was only de- 
veloped on the discovery of oxygen a 
century later. 
Time had to elapse be- 
fore chemical analysis showed the kind 
of bodies which could be added to phos- 
phorus to make it ifrnito readily. 
So it 
was not till 1833 that matches became 
a 
partial 
success. 
Intolerable 
they 
then were, dangerously 
inHamniable, 
horribly poisonous to the makers, and 
injurious to the lunf^s of consumers. I t 
recpiired another discovery by Schrotter, 
in 1845, to change poisonous wax into 
innocuous red brick pliosphorus in order 
that these defects might be remedied and 
to give us the safety match of the pres- 
ent day. Now, what have these suc- 
cessive disco i-eries in scionce done for 
the nation in tliis single manufacture by 
an economy of time? 
If, before IH.'JS, 
we had made the same demand for light 
that M e now do when we daily consume 
eight matches per head of the popula- 
tion, the tinder-box could have sui)plied 
the demand under the most favorable 
conditions bv an expenditure of one- 
quarter of an hour. 
The lucifer match 
supplies a light in fifteen seconds on 
each occasion, or in two minutes for the 
whole day, Puttingthese difierences into 
a year, the venerable ancient who still 
sticks to his tinder-box would require 
to spend ninety hours yearly in the pro- 
duction of light, while the user of the 
lucifer matches spends twelve hours, so 
that the latter has an economy of 
seventy-eight hours yearly, or about ten 
working days. 
Measured by co.st of 
production at 1 shilling 6 pence daily, 
the 
economy of time represented in 
money to our population is £26,000,000 
anmially. 
This is a curiotis instance 
of the manner in which science leads to 
economy of time and wealth, even in a 
small manufacture."

I ROSS IS THB F'lItE:.^- 


This is an old proverb, 
another ver- 
sion of which is: " H e that hath too 
many irons in the fire, some of them 
will burn." 
This morsel of metaphori- 
cal wisdom, evidently the work of a 
blacksmith, is, of course, intended as a 
warning against imdertaking too much, 
and, at first sight, sounds like a pru- 
dential maxim, w^ell adapted to secure 
eiBciency and singleness of aim on the 
2>art of all workers. 
But, more closely 
considered, the precept shows itself for 
what it really is, a piece of narrow- 
minded, petty prudence, adapted 
only 
for the guidanceof incapables and fools. 
The fac-t is, nobody who is good for any- 
thing needs "too mam'irons in the lire." 
Your active, efficient characters, thoy 
who do the largest share of work in tlif 
world, are the men who want and will 
have a great many "irons in the lire." 
Shovel, 
poker, 
tongs and all, tlK-sc 
masterly workmen keep them 
always 
hf)t and always busy. 
The rapidity of 
their daily 
accomplishments is only 
equaled by its variety. 
Both 
their 
'•-ombinations and their execution are 
/uch as perplex and startle little minds, 
ftud lead them to repeat in full cliatter 
much such petty 
maxims as the one 
noAv under ctmsideration. 
It is by such 
uien that human progress is advanced, 
inventions and discoveries are made, 
fortimes are won, and all valuable im- 
provements and reforms are acliieved. 


On the other hand, your slow, timid, 
"puttering" characters, who are justly 
afraid of having "too many irons in the 
fire," b<;c-ause incompetent to handle a 
single hot one, are jierpetually 
waiting 
on Providence or grumbling at fortune. 
We see the difference in men quite as 
much by the proverbs they are habitually 
quoting as in the practical conduct of 
the ft&ira of life. And we each of ua

CENSES. 


We have taken the pains to look u p 
the laws on marriage licenses in all the 
States of the Union and give the whole 
subject, as learned from the latest ac- 
cessible authorities,^n brief summary. 
The States which require licenses are: 
Alabama. Connecticut, Florida,Georgia, 
Illinois, 
Iowa, 
Louisiana. 
Maryland, 
^Massachusetts, Michigan, Missouri, Mis- 
sissippi, 
North 
Carolina, 
Nebraska, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Vir- 
ginia, and West Virginia. I n the fol- 
lowing States no license is required, 
but the minister or magistrate who per- 
forms the ceremony is obliged to see 
that the marriage certificate is duly 
entered on the town or coimty records: 
Arkansas, California, Colorado, Indiana, 
Kansas, New Jersey, New York, Nevada, 
Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, 
and Rhode 
Island. I n Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
when application is made for marriage 
without a license, the person solemniz- 
ing it must examine one or both parties 
on oath 
before t h e ceremony as to 
whether the proposed union is legal. 
In Delaware, Maine, and Ohio, choice 
is permitted between a license and t h e 
publication of the bans in church. I n 
Vermont one publication in town meet- 
ing or church will serve as a substitute 
for a license ; in Kentucky a publication 
filed in the County Clerk's office will 
suffice; while in New Hampshire the 
intention to marry must be published 
at three 
town meetings or religious 
gatherings, and the certificate of the 
Town Clerk of such publication is t h e 
license. 
The laws of the States differ 
somewhat as to the officer issuing the 
license. 
In Alabama and Nebraska it 
is issued by the Judge of Probate; in 
Ohio by the County Clerk or Clerk of 
Probate; in Texas by the last-named 
oflicer; in Georgia by the County Ordi- 
nary ; in Louisiana by the Parish Judge ; 
in Maryland by the Clerk, and in Mis- 
sissippi by the Registrar of the Orphans 
Court; in North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, 
Virginia, and West 
\'irginia by an officer of the Coimty 
Court, Judge or Clerk, and in all t h e 
other States by the Town or County 
Clerk. 
I n all the States it is necessary 
to have the certificate returned to the 
l>roper ctmnty official, the Recorder, 
Clerk, or officer of the court,' to be 
duly entered on the county records. I n 
Kentucky and New York there is a 
registrar of births, 
marriages, and 
deaths, who performs this duty.—Inter 
Ocean.
